Although tite-election was a quiet one-on the surface 
there was a great deal of work done and the vote poll- 
ed was 750 greater than was cast at the primary elec- 
tion on April 25th. 

All of the candidates finished at the election yes- 
terday in just the same order that they stood at the 
primary electicn, although there were b: g changes in 
the vote of each one. 

A watch at the different polls showed there was a 
lot of single shotting done for a number of candidates, 
but this seemed to prevail EIB, at the precincts at 
the Po:nt. 


There are a number of interesting features connect- 
ed with the election. 

Precinct No. 13 at 71 Sixth cast the largest vote 
in the c:ty, 329, and the vote there stood Plate 226, 
Ogborn 215, and; Hartnett 196. 

The next largest vote was at 
Ohio street, which was 326, and here the..vote stood 
Ogborn 216, Plate 177, Hartnett 136. 

Another interesting sidelight that the figures of
